Mr. Barry MacKay, Animal Protection Institute noted that Bill 162 
has not been passed. He expressed concern about 
expecting a By-law Officer to be able to 
distinguish between the different birds of prey 
and other animal and snake species and 
particularly reptiles. He urged that snakes of 
the python and boa families be prohibited. 


Mr. Larry Large, President of the Ontario Herpetological Society 
was concerned primarily with the keeping of 
reptiles and amphibians, particularly pythons. 
He noted that animal control officers would find 
it very difficult to distinguish between species. 

Mr. Large urged Council to consider the option 
which would prohibit snakes of the families 
Pythonidae and Boidae, except for those owned by 
recognized authorities and whose owners register 
their existence. 
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Mr. Bob King suggested that it would be unthinkable to allow anyone 
to keep a large primate such as a gorilla or 
orangutan but quite safe to keep a small monkey 
like a Capuchin. The grandfather clause should 
be considered. 


Ms. Liz White, Director, Animal Alliance of Canada addressed Council 
and asked that the by-law be kept as simple and 
stringent as possible. She suggested a list of 
further reptiles which should be prohibited in 

the by-law. Inmany cases exotic animals are not 
given good care and end up at the animal shelters.

Mr. Peter Weston, Weston and Associates addressed Council with regard to the land immediately south 
of Area B. He expressed concern that the area was split. Mr. Weston felt that the 
issue of the environment is important and that the municipality should make a 
statement in favour of public transport and a GO Station. 


Mr. Myron Pestaluky, Venturon Realty Inc. noted that he is a landowner in northwest Brampton and 
asked that Area B be included in the urban boundary as was recommended in 
previous reports. He suggested that if a total of the four studies was taken and 
ranked, the Area B, and A/B would be the preferred combination. 


Mr. Michael Gagnon, Michael Gagnon Consulting Planners and Urban Designers Ltd. on behalf of The 
Antrex Group which has lands on the north and south side of Highway #7 reported 
that a number of submissions for inclusion of their lands in the urban boundary 
were made. Because of the provincial initiative for a GO station at Pleasant he 
requested the inclusion of the Antrex lands as a priority secondary plan area. They 
would like to compete with other landowners in the area for commercial/industrial 
development. 


Mr. Michael Crabtree, John D. Rogers & Associates Inc. on behalf of 720634 Ontario Ltd. noted that 
he represents landowners of property bounded by Wanless Drive, Creditview Road, 
McLaughlin Road and Mayfield Road. He requested special consideration for 
inclusion of these lands within the urban boundary. Mr. Crabtree reported that 
previous submissions have been made to the City, looking at the land use 
compatibility with Caledon and agricultural ratings. The lands need consideration 
by Council for inclusion or at least a place in a special study area. 
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Mr. Ron Webb, Davis, Webb & Schulze, speaking for himself and Mr. Glen Schnarr, Solicitor and 
Consultant representing Brampton West Group referred to Page 3 6th paragraph of 
the June 19, 1992 report and noted that he hoped it was not intended to be implicit 
that there be a lower regard for environmental over transportation factors. He 
acknowledged that the environmental features in Area D must be preserved and 
protected. The Brampton West Group proposal is a comprehensive and composite 
one which would help establish a 60 to 40 residential/commercial ratio. 


Mr. John Cutruzzola, as a citizen and resident of Area F, suggested that the designation of estate 
residential is not appropriate. This is the only orchard area left in the City. Why 
intrude on good garden lands? It should be left as it is. 


Mr. Jack F. Hernick reported that he owns a family farm on the east side of Mississauga Road 1.3 km. 
north of Highway #7. He felt that the Chicago criteria of all development being 
adjacent or close to a GO train type of depot, or with access to bus lines, should be 
followed. The GO Station at Pleasant should be the hub of future development. 
Mr. Hernick's land is out of the proposed urban boundary and only 2.2 kms from 
the proposed GO Station and he asked that the urban boundary be extended to 
include his lands.
